PARNELL’S AMENDMENT. 


MBE. JOHN ELLIS’ SPEECH IN SUPPORT OF IT 
IN THE COMMONS. 


The Decrease of Crime in Ireland Not Due te 
the Crimes Act—Severe Arraignment of 
the Government—O’ Brien and Dillon Ap- 
pear in Their Seats—Mr. Pyne Sentenced 

to Three Months’ Imprisonmert—A De- 
structive Fire in Paris—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, February 15.—The great event of 
the day here is the re-entry of Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach into the Cabinet. This means an 
important change of policy of the Goyern- 
ment, Balfour's persecution of the Govern- 
ment s opponents in Ireland, while commend- 
ing itself greatly to the more hot-headed Tory 
partisans, is arousing a formidable opposition 
among the moderate men of all shades through- 
out the country. Reports to this effect from 
the local wire. pullers have been reaching the 
Government for some time past, hence their 
alarm and determination no longer to allow 
Balfour an altogether free hand. At the 
Cabinet council ‘yesterday it was decided 
to offer Hicks-Beach the post of Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, accompanied 
with assurance that in the future the Govern- 
ment would desist from prosecuting journal- 
ists and newsboys under the crimes act, which 
henceforth will be directed against illegal 
combinations, that is, boycotting, and the 
„plan of campaign. It is well known 
that Hicks-Beach, who some time past quite 
recovered g the § temporary loss of ghis 
eyesight, would not accept an office on any 
other terms as Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
He is said to be very close tothe wind and 
some constitutional lawyers declare that he 
actually broke the law putting the pressure 
on bad landlords to induce them to make re- 
ductions of rent. A new chapter was thus 
opened In Eugland's relations to Ireland. Time 
alone will show the effect on the political 
parties. 

THE ALLEGED ITALIAN TREATY. 

Sir James Fergusson’s answer to Labouchere 
yesterday, respecting the rumored treaty with 
Italy, is characterized by the opposition as a 
shuffle. He declared that England was under 
no engagement pledging military or naval 
action, except such as is already known to 
Parliament. Labouchere, not understanding 
the exception thus made, pressed for a more 
definite statement. Fergusson replied that he 
was not authorized to give a further answer. 
If, as the Government allege, no treaty exist 
they have chosen an unfortunate way of stat- 
ing 80 simple a fact, and have only themselves 
to blame if the English people think they may 
bave been pledged to an undertaking which is 
of doubtful advantage and possibly may prove 
exceedingly onerous. 

THE BLAINE LETTER. 

The Daily News to-day takes up the view of 
those thirt®ing that Biaine’s retirement is only 
a te¢hnical move, and says: He is one of the 
astutest party politicians in the world. When 
most solemn and apparently most disinter- 
ested, those who know him best seethe most 
reason to be on their guard. 


England. 
DEBATE ON THE ADDRESS. 

‘LONDON, February 15.—The debate on the 
address in reply to the Queen’s speech, was 
resumed in the House of Commons to-day by 
Mr. Jobn Ellis, Liberal member for Notting- 
hamshire, who supported Mr. Parnell’s 
amendment to the adddress. “8 denied that 
the decrease of crime n Ireland 
was owing to the crimes act, and asserted that 
the returns submitted by the Government to 
support that claim were valueless, inasmuch 
as they failed to give details which would en- 
able the identification of any of the cases 
they cited. He condemned the action of the 
Irish Magistrates, many of whom,he said, 
were unqualified for the positions they occu- 
pied, while others had been guilty of arbitrary 
conduct. He mentioned the case of one mag- 
istrate who had declared that he was acting 
under Government orders and refused to give 
any other reason foradecision he had ren- 


dered. 
CALCULATED TYRANNY. 


The administration of the crimes act reeked 
with petty malignity and calculated tyranny. 
[Cheers from the Irish members.] If the 
Government would assent to the ap- 
pointment of a select committee 
of inquiry he promised that ample 
evidence of maladministration of the act 
would be forthcoming. The League was 
stronger than ever, and the Irish spirit re- 
mained unbroken because they were con- 
vinced when the facts were known the electors 
would sweep away the present mockery called 
the Government of Ireland. 

Col. King-Harman, Conservative member 
for the Isle of Thanet, Division of Kent, urged 
that the events of the past few months showed 
that the League was losing power. No real 
attempts, he said, were now made to hold 
meetings in the proclaimed districts,

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THE BARB-WIRE FIGHT. 


OPENING OF THE LICENSEES’ AND PAT- 
ENTEES’ CONVENTION TO-DAY, 


The Washburn & Moen Manufacturing Com- 
pany and Inventor Glidden Meet the 
Manufacturers at the Southern—No One 
Posted as to the Outeome of the Confer- 
ence—The Licensees Say They Will Pay 
ho More Royalties and the Patent Owners 
Reftise to Release Their Claims—Talks 
With Manufacturers—The Wire in Texas, 


This morning at 10 o’clook there assembled 
in the gentliemen’s parlor of the Southerg 
Hotel the greatest number of barb- wire manu- 
facturers that was ever brought together in 


4 8t, Louis, the convention being the most im- 


portant one to the interests at stake held in 
many years. The manufacturers arrived in 
the city by the morning trains from all parts 
of the country, among them being C. G. 
Washburn of the Washburn & Moen Manufac- 
turing Company of Worcester, Mass.; 
8. L. Kiwood of De Kalb, III., 
who has a large interest in the 
Glidden patent, Joseph Glidden, also De 
Kalb, the patentee of the contested specialty; 
H. B. Cragin ot Chicago, George Oliver of 
Pittsburg, Jas. Larman of Cincinnati, R. E. 
Sayres of Marshalltown, Io., Messrs. Scott, 
Lambert, Adams, Schr effer, Ashley and others, 
of Joliet, Messrs. Dillon and Zellers of Ster- 
ting, III., M. Converse of Cleveland, Cyrus 
Elder and L. L. Smith of Johnstown, Pa., H. 
A. Nobles of Des Moines, together with repre- 
sentatives of the American and Southern barb- 
wire companies of St. Louis. Chair- 
man R. E. Sayres called the con- 
vention to order, when a somewhat informal 
discussion of the subject on hand was begun. 
The convention will confine itself closely to 
business and in all probability will be in ses- 
sion till to-morrow evening. It is not likely 
that anything very important will be accom- 
plished to-day, asthe interests at stake are 
enormous and varied, but by to-morrow 
evening it should be definitely known whether 
Messrs. Washburn, Moen and Elwood,. the 
controllers of the barb-wire patents, 
will consent to A compromise of 
the rights which the recent de- 
cision of Judge Shiras is thought by 
many to have seriously impaired, or whether 


the licensees, who are represented by ail the 
other delegates to the Convention will be de- 
fied and fought to the bitter end. 
THE ISSUES AT STAKB 
are decidedly interesting and the outcome of 
the meeting of vitalimportance not only td 
the manufacturers, but to the thousands of 
farmers and stock raisers throughout the 
country who are replaeing their fences of rails 
and plank with wires one of the propositions 
to be discussed being an advence in price. 
For a long time a prejudice existed 
against this manner of fencing by 
reason of the dangers threatening stock 
confined within such an enclosure, and to a 
certain extent these objections still hold good 
in the Western country, where timber is 
scarce. Any one who has seen the cruel 
wounds inflicted upon cattle and horses when 
rushing madly in a wild stampede against the 
deep- cutting barbs realizes the truth of this, 
but in the East the danger has been greatly 
obviated by a-top rail of wood, while on 
the prairies the barb-wire enclosure hit, 
become too much a matter of necessity 
to be given up for anything like an occasional 
mishap. Thus it is that the barb-wire interest 
has grown and flourished till it has taken rank 
with the greatest industries of the country, 
and the monopoly of the patents affecting it 
became a mater of national importance. Said 
L. L. SMITH 

of Johnstown, Pa., to a POS8ST-DISPATCH re- 
porter this morning: ‘‘There are about 160,- 
000 tons of barb- wire turned out yearly by the 
manufacturers of the country, about 30,000 tons 
of which represent the output of the Wash- 
burn & Moen Manufacturing Company and of 
Eliwood & Co. n other words, there are 
just 130,000 tons of barb- wire annually manu- 
factured on which a royalty is paid to the firms 
named of 15 cents per hundred or Sa ton, 
making the annual tribute of about $390,000. 
Formerly these figures were five times 
greater, as afew years ago the royalty exacted 
was 75 cents a hundred. About a year ago it 
was 30 cents, when it was reduced to 
the present figure, 15 cents. This was 
owing to the intense competition that pre- 
vailed, bnt now that matters have become 
further complicated, the holders of the pat- 
ents receive no royalties at all. 

As already stated one of the chief questions 
to be decided at the convention is an advance 
in the price of wire, which is now selling at 
$3.25 for the painted ang $3 85 for the galvan- 
ized article, though this does not represent in- 
side figures. Speaking of this Chairman

sald: Tes, it is true that wire is now selling 
at cost price and it is likely that an advance 
will be made, thoughI am not prepared to 
state just how great it will be. As for the 
patents in the controversy, there are some 
200 or 300, the only wire manufactured in the 
country that has not been subject to the 
royalties demanded by the Washburn & Moen 
Manufacturing Company and Elwood being 
the link wire, which is mannfactured in 
Pennsylvania,’’ 

What will be the probable outcome of the 
discussion as to validity of the patents?’’

Some 
time ago Judges Drummond and Blodgett of 
Chicago, heid the right vested in the Glidden 
article was a broad and sweeping one, covering 
all the others, and 1 believe that Judge 
Brewer, of this QOircuit, decided likewise. 
Just what steps Mr. Washburn and the others 
will take to prevent us from selling ‘moon- 
shine’ wire, in the event that the claim to the 
royalties is not waived, Iam not prepared to. 
say. All the licensees are doing pretty much 
as they please in the matter just now, and the 
royalties paid during the past month have 
certainly been very light. 

The barb-wire men are for the most 
part reticent in speaking of the prob- 
able outcome of the conference, and 
as A matter of fact can tell 
nothing aboutit.

WALL STREET’S GLORY GONE, 


The Speculative Dullness Continues More 
Marked and Exasperating. 


NEW YORK, February 15.—The Times says: 
The speculative dullness not only continues, 
but daily grows more and more marked and 
exasperating. Think of it! Less than 47,000 
shares of stock were dealt in on the Stock Ex- 
change yesterday. That breaks the record; 
never has there been a day in twenty years 
when so slight a business has been done. 


One of the most prominent Governors 
of the Stock Exchange, a gentleman who 
is at the head of one of Wall 
street’s biggest brokerage houses, said yés- 
terday: ‘We have not earned enough during 
the last six months to pav mag hog expenses.

It was urged in this column of the Times a 
long time that the Stock Exchange ought to 
throw more safeguards around the dealings it 
authorizes. Yesterday this suguestion as- 
sumed definite official shape in a memorial 
addressed to the Exchange Governors, de- 
manding that the office of Auditor of Railway 
Accounts be created on the Exchange so that 
railway statements shall be made to 
amount to something more than 
a mere collection of mysterious 
figures. Such an office would prevent wildcat 
booming, whereby now the public is swin- 
dled; it would head off the stream of lies that 
now flow on unceasingly to scare investors 
out of their holdings or substantial securities.

Connecticut Labor Statistics. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DrsPaTcu. 

HARTFORD, Conn., February 15.—The-Con- 
necticut Bureau of Labor Statistics issued 
yesterday ite second statement of the incomes 
and expenses of workmen in the State. The 


report is based on returns from fifty families 
in all sorts of trades and in all parts of the 
State. In these families are 246 persons and 
seventy-nine wage-earners. he average 
monthly earnings of the fathers is $42.47; of 
six mothers, $18.85; of sixteen sons, $21.42; 
seven daughters, $18.13. The average in- 
come of these fifty families was $56.88 
in November, 1887, and the 
per verson $11.56. The dally 
Was $1.89, or 884g cents per person. 
reau gives the cost of groceries, meat, fish 
and other necessaries and all expenses for 
these fifty families and goes on to figure out 
an average of $2.78 monthly for each family 
above all expenses. In these famili 3 the 
average expense above the father’s wages 
Was $11.63 per month. Of the fifty families 
only five Owned houses and three ot these 
were mortgaged. Twenty-two of the fifty 
fathers represented themselves in debt and 
— eleven had any savings. The highest 
daily wages paid were 38.50 for men, $1.65 for 
boys and $1 for girls. The lowest wages were 
$1.18, 65 cents and 58 cents respectively.

WHY THEY DIED. 


HOW THE DAKOTA BLIZZARD PROVED 80 
FATAL. 


The Farmers Laughed at a Prophet—Case of 
a Modern Elijah—No Reasen Why Hun- 


Baved—Rev. Irl R. Hicks’ Denunciation 
of Scoffers—The Weather for February 
A Danger Period Now On. 


Their own fault, thelr own fault,’’ saida 
gentleman with a black beard yesterday as he 
stood before a news stand. His prophetic eye 
ran over the picture of people losing their way 
and lives in the late Dakota blizzard. 

**Do you mean to say those people could 
have avoided the fury of the blizzard?’’ asked 
a bystander. 

„I do, most certainly.“ 

„But, man, I have lived in the Northwest 
and I tell you those storms come without any 
warning.’’ 

„That may be very true. They may not 
give warning but there are some people who 
can, and the gentleman turned, revealing 
the features of Rev. IrI R. Hicks, the well- 
known weather prophet. ‘‘I speak so decid- 
edly because I am sorry to see 
people killed off like files simply 
because they won't accept a new truth. Two 
years I predicted the cyclonic disturbance that 
was fearfully fatal about Kansas City, and yet 
I was laughed at. Then in the summer I went 
to St. Paul and told the people up there that a 
big storm would be along on a certain day. 
They laughed, too, and, not making any ir- 
reverent comparison, because I am not bald, 


the bears came out ofthe woodsin the shape 
ofa tremendous storm that destroyed any 
number of people who, despite the warning, 
— — out on the pleasure lakes enjoying them - 
selves. 

THE BLIZZARD WARNING. 

„Now, let us look at this Dakota blizzard. 
Iam constrained to call attention to my warn- 
ings because there are thousands of people 
who are intelligently following these predic- 
tions, and in justice to them I should 
point out that they are not following an 
American El Mahdi, the false prophet. In the 
pocket edition of predictions for 1888 I made 
this announcement for the middle of January: 

** About the 10th or llth it will turn warmer, 
culminating in a storm of rain and snow 
about the 12th, 18th and 14th; very cold days 
will follow. Prepare!’ 

„This prediction was important, as I tried 
to show by the word ‘prepare’ closing it, 
which was printed in italics. I did allI could 
to make this warning effective. Of course 
I could not say that at a oer 
tain hour of a certain day the 
blizzard would come, but I did point out the 
danger days when, if gs A disturbance was to 
take place, it could be looked for. In 
those days farmers, cattlemen, trainmen, 
school teachers, all who had much to 
do out-doors, should have been very careful 
about venturing far from shelter. If the aver- 
age man will not guard his life except he 
be told the exact hour when it will 
be endangered, there is no use in 
predicting anything. Tell boatmen in Orient- 
al waters that a monsoon will strike within 
the next two or three days and how many will 
venture out. I know that there are 

eople in Dakota who have faith 
in my predictions and are spreading the truth, 
and Jam sorry that it is accepted so slowly 
that hundreds of lives are sacrificed on the 
altar of ignorance and obstinacy. I defy any 
one to take the official or unofficial reports of 
the late storm and show I was not correct. 

FEBRUARY PROPHECIES. 

For February Mr. ks has hit it’’ right 
on the head so far. Of the month his predic- 
tions read: From February 2 to 8 is 
the first storm period for the 
month, during which it will moderate, 
and a winter storm of more or less intensity 
willcross the country, the mercury falling 
very low again westward of the storm passage. 
From the l4th to the 18th or thereabout look 
for heavy storms embracing blizzards 
to the porth and rain, with lightning and 
thunder and possibly tornadoes to the south. 
Very cold days will follow tothe next period 
which begins abeut the 26th and runs into 
March.“ 

The moderation between the 2d and 8th has 
come as predicted, and was followed last 
week with cold that sent the mercury below 
zero. Yesterday, the i4th, the first of 
the danger days of the second period, 
the black flag was out for a cold wave, and up 
in the North they are having very cold 
weather. Mr. Hicks says he is in receipt of 
hundreds of letters from all parts of the coun- 
try, declaring that his January predictions 
were correct. He says that next month the 
same will occur regarding the present 
month. 

THE LOCAL WEATHER. 

To-day St. Louis has one of the highest bar- 
ometers it has had for years. At 

a. m. the mercurial column showed 
a pressure of 30.80 inches, 80 being 
about the normal. The exceptional 
clearness and bracing qualities of the air this 
morning could not elp being noticed 
by every one who was outdoors much. The 
explanation given in the SUNDAY Post-DIs- 
PATCH of the meaning ofa ‘‘high’’ area was 
appreciated by those who noticed to-day the

PRINCE WILLIAM’S PEACE SPEECH MADE 
BY ORDER OF BISMARCK. 


The German Crown Princess Under a Severe 
Strain—Queen Vietoria’s Anxiety—The 
Empress Eugenie—Lord Lansdewne’s 
Appointment—The Preliamentary Pro- 
cedure Rules — Great Extravagance— 
Labouchere’s Cable Budget of Social and 
Pelitical Gossip. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 

LONDON, February 15.—Prince William of 
Prussia’s speech at Berlin on Wednesday in 
which he warmly repudiated the warlike sen- 
timents attributed to him was made by spe- 
olal request of Bismarck, who must have been 
considerably disconcerted by the decidedly 
„ngo“ tone in which Prince William con- 
cluded his harangue. The accouchement of 
Princess William of Prussia is expected to 
take place shortiy at Berlin. Prince and 
Princesa William already havea family of four 
sons. 


THE GERMAN CROWN PRINCESS. 

The Queen 1s very anxious about the Ger- 
man Crown Princess, who may not much 
longer be able to bear the severe strain of the 
last nine months as there are signs that 
her nervous system is getting seriously out of 
order. The Princess was ina state of perfect 
distraction on Wednesday and Thursday of 
last week, and after the operation had been 
pronounced inevitable she appeared almost 
bereft of reason, and had to be guarded in her 
own rooms until it was over, after which she 
recovered her composure. Everybody must 
feel a deep sympathy forthe Crown Princess, 
as apart from her great affection for her hus- 
band, his death would, for other reasons, be 
a fatal calamity for the wife and younger 
children. Arrangements have been privately 
made by Gen. Henry Ponsonby 
for postponing indefinitely at ten min- 
utes’ notice the drawing rooms 
which have been announced if bad news 
should arrive from San Remo. The Queen 
will only hold them ifthe Crown Prince con- 
tinues to make satisfactory progress. 

THE EMPRESS EUGEN. 

The Empress Eugenie is far from well and 
she was unable to go to Osborne last week to 
visit the Queen as had been arranged. 

LORD LANSDOWND’S APPOINTMENT. 

The papers in announcing Lord Lansdowne’s 
appointment as Viceroy of India, state that 
the salary of the post is $100,000, but as it is 
paid in silver and the value of 
the rupee is considerably depreciated, the 
salary is now really not more than , 000, a 
sum which does not cover the expenses, if the 
entertaining is well done and the household 
properly maintained. An effort was made in 
very high quarters to obtain the appointment 
of the Marquis of Lorne, but Lord Salisbury 
firmly resisted and probably it was not very 
generally pressed when the full particulars of 
the emoluments were forthcoming. 

PARLIAMENTARY PROCEDURE. 

The new rules of parliamentary procedure, 
proposed by First Lord of the Treasury Smith, 
require very careful examination. The 
Tories are opposed to any facilities for 
legislation. They are, however, a hand-to- 
mouth gang, and are so exce@lingly anxious 
that discussion on Irish matters should be 
gagged in Parliament as well as in Ireland,that 
they are ready to sacrifice their dearest princi- 
ples to secure this end. My own impression is 
that so long as liberty of speech is suppressed 
in Ireland no impediment should be placed on 
itinthe House of Commons. So far as the 
Tory—Cum—Whig legislation is concerned, 
the less we have of it the better it will be. 

GREAT EXTRAVAGANOB. 

Iam glad to see that Mr. Cavendish Bentl- 
nick has gone for’’ the new reredos in St. 
Paul’sinthe Times. It is horrible to think 
that in these days of unexampled distress 
$120,000 should have been wasted on a perfectly 
superfluous ornament. Mr. Cavendish Bent- 
inick isright in denouncing the reredos as 
having no affinity whatever with Christopher 
Wren’s design. Itis a most objectionable ex- 
crescence and itis certainly a pity that the 
Cathedral authorities should have been al.

„NAT NO MORE, 


Death of D. R. Lecke, the Well-Known 
Journalist and Humorist, 
Toro, O., February 15.—D. B. Locke 
(Petroleum V. Nasby) died at his residence in 
this city of consumption and a complication of 
organic trouble at 6:30 this morning. David 
Ross Locke was bern at Vestal, Broome Co., 
N. T., September 20, 1883, and hence was in 
his 65th year. His father, N. R. Locke, a vet- 
eran of the war of 1819, is still living in this 
city atthe advanced age of 9. The father 
was one ofthe origina] anti-slavery men of 
the country and young Locke inherited in- 
tense hatred of the pecullar institu- 
tion“ and love of freedom which made him 
such a power with his pen during the civil 
war. Inhbisllth year he was apprenticed to 
the printing trade in the office of the Cortland 
(N. T.) Courier. After serving his seven years 
he traveled through the United States, work 
ing at his trade and acting as a reporter. In 


, 1852 he founded the Plymouth (O.) Advertiser, 


conducting it two years. In 1856 he founded 
the Bucyrus Journal, and afterwards was suc- 
cessively connected with the Mansfield Herald 
and Findlay Jeffersonian. He was editing the 
latter paper when the war broke out, and in 
its columns appeared the first numbers of 
THE RENOWNED NASBY LETTERS, 

the first bearing the date of April A, 1881. 
These political satires sprang at once into tre- 
mendous popularity. They were copied into 
newspapers everywhere, quoted in speeches, 
read around campfires of Union armies and 
exercised enormous influence in molding pub- 
lic opinion North in favor of vigorous prose 


cution of the war. Secretary Boutwell de- 
clared, in a speech at Cooper Union, New 
York, at the close of the war, that the success 
of the Union army was due ree 
causes: ‘‘The army, the navy and the 
Nasby letters. Charles Sumner deciared, 
‘*Unquestionably they were among the in- 
fluences and agencies by which disloyalty in 
allits forms was expo and public opinion 
assured upon the right side. It is impossible 
to measure their value. Against the devices 
of slavery and its supporters, each letter was 
like a speech, or one of those songs which stir 
the people. 

These letters were a source of great delight 
to President Lincoln, who always kept them 
in his table drawer for erusal 
at odd times. Mr. Locke once raised a 
company of volunteers and applied to Gov, 
Brough of Ohio for commission as Captain, 
which was refused on the ground that he could 
do more good for the Union cause with his pen 
than in the fleld, 

REVUSED OFFICE. 

The immense poet of the Nasby letters 
led to a demand for Mr. Locke to enter the 
lecture field, and he appeared in all the princl- 
pal cities of the North. Though, as he him- 
self acknowledged, not master of oratory 
he always had crowded and delighted 
audiences, He was offered official posi- 
tions d President Lincoln, and also 
by President Grant, but steadily declined, as 
his only ambition was in the editorial field. In 
1865 he assumed charge of the Toledo Blade, 
first on a salary, afterward purchasing an in- 
terest, and finally entire control. It had al- 
ways been his dream to founda great na- 
tional weekly, which he now carried out. He 
was one of the founders of the Republican 
party of Onio, and the Nasby letters 
were but part of the owerful work he 
dia in the political field.He also did a vast deal 
of purely literary work, having written two or 
three successful plays, books of travels and 
sketches for his own paper. He was also a 
poet of no mean order, and several of his de- 
votional poems can be found in various church 
hymnails. Some four or five years aso his 
health began fail after twenty-two 
busy years uous labor, and 
he graduall thdrew himself from 
active work. Since then he has 
written very little, save the occasional Nasby 
letters that have appeared, and a few special 
articles, chiefly on prohibition. He became 
convinced that prohibition must be the final 
solution of the liquor question, and for six 
— has strongly advocated it in his paper, 

ut always through non-partisan methods. 
He remained faithful to his Republican ideas, 
and deprecated any attempt to build up a sep- 
arate prohibition party. 

CONSUMPTION WAS INHERITED, 

it being in his mother’s family, and several 
brothers and sisters dying of it. Its approach 
was very slow and it was not till last Novem- 
ber that he was confined to the house. His 
literary labors and newspaper were very prof- 
itabie and in his latter years he was largely 
interested in building and manufacturing in 
Toledo. His fortune is estimated at 
a million, exclusive of the Biade. He 
was murried while at Plymouth to Miss 
Martha Bodine, who with their three sons, all 
grown to manhood, survive him. The eldest 
Capt. Robinson Locke, has been associate 
with his father on the Blade for the last dozen 
ears, except while Consul at Newcastle-on-

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A SCENE IN COURT. 


WIFE-MURDERER KUEHNER REFUSES TO 
GO TO TRIAL, 


Because He Has No Money and Cannot Se- 
cure the Lawers He Wants—A Dramatic 
Episode to Open a Murder Trial-A Man 
Who Has Been Once Sentenced to Hang 
Makes a Hard Fight in a Hopeless Case 
Attorney Bentley Withdraws-—The Case 
Laid Over, 


Adam Kuehner, the wife-murderer, created 

a scene in the Criminal Court this morning, 
He was convicted of murder in the first degree 
some time ago and sentenced to hang. The case 
was carried to the State Supreme Oourt, where 
a reversal was secured, and it was remanded 
for trial. Then it was that his counsel, 8. 8. 
Bass, withdrew from the case. He stated that 
he had been appointed by the Court to defend 
Kuebner, and he bad not only given his 
time to the case, but had expended en it con- 
siderable money out of bis own pocket. He 
did not feel that he could afford to undergo 
any further expense in the case and for that 
reason asked leave to withdraw. Judge Nor- 
mile offered to appoint counsel for 
Kuebngr, whom Bass had informed some 
time before of his intention of with- 
drawing, but atthe request of the defendant 
the Court laid the matter over for awhile to 
give him time to secure counsel, Several 
times the matter came up, but the Court 
always deferred action at the request of 
Kuehner, who still claimed to be hopeful 
of being able to raise funds to hire 
an attorney to defend him. His principal reli- 
ance was on his brother, Peter Kuehner, who, 
together with a few friends, would, he thought, 
raise money enough to pay an attorney to take 
the last the Court in- 
that it would ap- 

oint him anyhow, 80 
hat he could be prepared for trial. In case the 
defendant succeeded in raising money to se- 
cure new attorneys todefend him and desired 
to make a change he could do so. Wm. P. 
Bentley and Thos. H. Peabody were ap- 


pointed, 
THE CASE CALLED. 

After a continuance or two, the case came 
up for trial this morning. All the witnesses 
for State and defense were present, andjboth 
sides announced themselves ready. hen 
Kuehner was brought out of the’ dock by 
Deputy-Sheriff Skidmore he was pale and 
trembling, and before taking his seat cried 
to the Court: I am not ready for trial!“ 

Mr. Bentley, his attorney, and the deputy 
ordered him to keep quiet, but Kuehner 
twisted and squirmed about in his chalr and 
said, peevishly: ‘‘I am not ready for trial, 
you know I am not ready for trial!“ 

As the court proceeded with its business the 
excited little wife-murderer jumped out of the 
chair and shouted, ‘‘lam not ready to go to 
trial, and I won’t stand it!“ 

Skidmore rushed forward and pushed him 
back into the chair. ordering him to remain 
there and keep quiet. Assoon as the deputy 
had left him Kuehner was again on his feet 
and shouting: ‘‘I ain’t ready for trial. 
haven’t got money and I can’tgo to trial 
without 8 8 

Judge Normile told Deputy-Sheriff Skiamore 
to take charge of the man and keep bim quiet 
and in his seat. But Kuehner was not to be 
kept quiet. The — deputy easily held 
him down, but the little murderer struggled 
furiously to arise, all the while Fell- 
ing out: eek haven’t any money 
and I will not g0 to trial. Mr. 
Bass threw up my case Because I had no 
money, and (turning to Mr. Bentiey) you told 
me that without money you could do nothing 
forme. NowlI have no money and I won't 
be tried. I will not remain here. 

As the case was again proceeded with, the 
urors’ names being called, Kuehner turned on 

r. Bentley and, in a burst of rage, cried: 

‘‘Why don’t you speak up? Why don’t you 
tell him I am not ready for trial? What are you 
doing anyhow?’’ 

JUDGE NORMILE INTERFERES. 

Then the Court called the defendant up and 
inquired why he was not ready for ial, and 
what witness, H any, he needed. 

‘*I want time to get money to employ attor- 
neys, was the reply. I cannot go to trial 
now and I will not go to trial now. If you 
want to, take me out and shoot me, but don’t 
force me to trial when lam not ready. 

He was told that the Court had waited on 
him along time to secure counsel, but he had 
failed to do so. It could not put back his case 
from time to time, as inthis manner matters 
might be delayed forever. Mr. Bentley was 
called up and asked what he had to say and 
ifhe was ready. He replied: 

„our Honor, all the witnesses I know of 
in the case are present, and I am ready for 
trial. I have examined into it as —— 
and prepared myself as well as I possibly coul 
in the time alloted me, and will try the ease to 
the best ot my ability.“ 

The Court then ordered the case to go on. 
Kuehner who was half-crying all the time, 
and bcp mie < would not be quieted. He was 
almost deathiy pale and was terribly agitated. 
As he stood up he shook from head to foot and 
all the while kept squeezing his 
hands in a distressingly nervous man- 
nor. He said he did not want 
Mr. Bentley for an attorney. The latter had 
said he could do nothing for him without 
money, and now he wan to get counsel of 
hisown. The Court said he had appointed the 
best attainable counsel to defend aim, and if 
he was not satisfied with his attorneys he did 
not see how he conld be satisfied. 

LAWYER BENTLEY WITHDRAWS, — 

Mr. Bentley then arose, stated that he had 
been appoiated by the Court to act for the de- 
fendant; that he had prepared himself as well 
as ssible and bad intended trying the case 
to the best of his ability. He would not, how- 
ever, appear for any man who did not care to 
have him represent him or who had no confi- 
dence in his omy He would therefore ask 
leave to withdraw from the case. 

Judge Normile did not see how Kuehner was 
ever to be tried if attorneys kept withdrawing. 
He called up Peter Kuehner, the defendant’s 
brother, and explained to him the state of 
affairs and asked what chances there were of 
attorneys being employed to defend the case. 
The two brothers were told to talk the matter 
over, which they did; and then Mr. Peabody 
announced that he had been retained in the 
dase. The Court laid it over to March 5, to 
give him time to fully prepare himself. 

Kuehner’s case isa hopeless one and he 
has been endeavoring to get Oiroult- Attorney 
Clover to receive a life pleafrom him. While 
he was undoubtedly badly alarmed over the 
case, it is generally thought his action w 
assumed witha viewto having himself ad- 
roses insane. Many believe, however, that 
t not formerly insane he is now rapidly be- 
coming 50.

“ADONIS” IN TROUBLE. 


MANAGER RICE AND BURLESQUER DIXEY 
CHASED BY CONSTABLES. 


ulations Experienced Because of a De- 
sire for Knowledge—How the Appletons 
Insisted Unfeelingly on Getting the Money 
for Three Sets of Encyclopedias From 
Rice, Dixey and Ida RBell—Chicago Con- 
stables Make Life Wretched for Mr.

Being of a patriotic 
spirit he refused a set of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica and another of Chambers at cost 
price, and sent an order to the Appletons for 
one of theirs. The price agreed on was $175. 
The volumes were promptly sent, accom- 
panied by a bill. Mr. Rice kept the books and 
returned the bill—unpaid. The financial 
manager of the Appletons filed it away and 
waited. The burlesque manager plunged into 
the pages of his new-found prize and sat- 
urated himself with knowledge. He studied 
with avidity. The lightsome smile which 
usually graced his features gave place to an 
expression of profound wisdom, while his 
conversation consisted mainly of polysylia- 
bles. In the ‘meantime the dust gathered 
upon the unpaid bill. All memory of it had 
faded from the mind of Mr. Rice, and the 
financial manager had probably forgotten it 
too, but one unlucky day somebody cleaned 
out the desk and it came to light. The Apple- 
tons immediately placed it in their attorneys’ 
hands to collect at once. A Sheriff’s officer 
was sent out with orders to do this if possible, 
but Mr. Rice was way and the 
officer was at last obliged to acknowledge 
that the capture Was beyond his capabilities. 
The attorney then secured an order from the 
court compelling Mr. Rice to appear before 
supplementary proceedings were begun.

Just at present 
the encyclopedia is locked inatrunk and if 
aera 4 is made for Mr. Rice at the Bijou, they 
state blandly that he is in Baltimore. It now 
comes to light that Mr. Rice. besides involving 
himself in this scrape, was the cause of getting 
two other theatrical people into similar troub- 
le. One of them was Mr. Henry Dixey and 
the other Miss Ida Bell. On the 400th perform- 
ance of Adonis, the management presented 
Mr. Dixey, as a souvenir, with aset of Apple- 
ton’s, similar to Mr. Rice’s, except that each 
volume bore the actor’s name accompanied 
by a neat inscription. The bill that the firm 
sent in for this was somewhat over $175, but no 
one paid any attention to it and it was finally 
returned unsettled.

DIED IN HARNESS. 


A Reporter With a Mania for Fires Meets 
With a Violent Death.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., February 15.—John Bruder 
of the Appeal staff was buried this afternoon 
bythe Bruderbund and Knights of Pythias 
Associations, Mr. Bruder’s death is a partio- 
ularly sad one, and the newspaper men dere 
feel i very keenly. The sadness is only in- 


creased by the sudden and shocking manner 
in which he metit. He was a young man (24 
years old), and has beena reporter on three 
papers here. Eversince his advent into rep- 
ortorial work he has had an uncontrollable 
and unexplainable mania for attending fires, 
so that he had become famous both as a 
fire reporter and a volunteer fireman, and 
always at that place where the most heroic 
efforts were to be used. His reckless courage 
knew no limit. It was this that caused his 
death. Yesterday morning aboutll o’clock 
an alarm of fire was sent in. Mr. Bruder saw 
the hook and ladder truck coming down 
Second street, and notwithstanding its great 
speed attempted to get on it, ashe had many 
times before, but miased the step and fell. The 
rear wheel struck him, and his body acting 
like a block stopped the wheel and he was 
dragged forty feet. His hip, liver and lower 
bowels were crushed in such a manner that he 
died last night.

LOWER THE RATE. 


THE RECOMMENDATION WHICH ASSESSOR 
TEMPLE PROPOSES TO MAKE 


Another Unsuccessful Attempt to Come to 
an Agreement on the Appropriation for 
a Board of Revision—Business Trans- 
noted at the Meeting of the Municipal As- 
sembly Last Evening—Make Room for 
Mr. Sweeney — Railroad Legislation — 
Street Keconstruction—Municipal Mat- 
ters. 


The annual report of the Assessor and Col- 
lector of Water Rates will contain an item in- 
teresting tothe public, Mr. Temple proposes 
to recommend that the water licenses be re- 
duced. He has had this in contemplation for 
a long time, notwithstanding the proposed 
extension of the low-seryvice system at 
a cost of nearly three million 
dollars. The collections for last year 
amounted to $868.048.10. Since last April the 
revenue of this department has been greatly 
increased, notwithstanding the fact that the 
income from sprinkling-plug tax was abol- 
ished by the new ordinance. The income 
from this department has been considerably 
increased within afew years. The total water 
revenue doubled in less than four years 
during Gen. John D. Stevenson's admin- 
istration under Mayor Overstolz.. Since 
taking charge of the office Assessor Tem- 
ple has introduced numerous changes 
in handling the accounts with the 


increased revenues as a result, For many 
years the city has distributed much more 
water than it received any return for. At- 
tempts to enforce all the provisions of the 
ordinance concerning the consumption of 
water has resulted in a great many ‘‘kicks’’ 
from all classes, but so far commendable firm- 
ness has been shown in cases of violation. If 
the ordinances are strictly enforced there is no 
question but that the rates can be reduced 
without any decrease in the annual revenue, 
The reduction of rates has been suggested but 
the execution of this plan will probably be 
opposed at the City Hall as endangering the 
success ot the Chain of Rocks extension. 


Municipal Assembly.

THE POLES CAUSE THE TROUBLE. 


What Mr. George L. Shipley Has to Say of 
the Reading Strike, 

George L. Shipley of Pittaburg, Pa., speak - 
ing toa Pos?T-DIsPATOH reporter concerning 
the Reading strike, said: ‘‘The people of the 
West do not understand the peculiar nature of 
the trouble now prevalent in Pennsylvania. 
The fact is that we have to deal with a set of 
men who give more uble, and are more 
difficult to deal with than any 


laborers who have settled in this country; I 
mean the Poles. The English, Irish, Scoteh and 
Germans easily adapt themselves to the habits 
of life and meth of business in vogue in 
this goun ter, wbich are not very different 
from those to whic phey have been 2. 
tomed. They mingle ely with the people, 
soon become ericanized, and when 
disputes arise they can generally be 

y mutual agreement between employers 
and employed, or though the medium of the 
courts. Butthe Poles, who form a large per- 
centage ofthe laborers now onastrike and 
to whom the violent demonstrations are al - 
most exclusively confined, are complete 
strangers to our civilization and modes of in- 
dustry and are very hard to get along with. 
In the first place, unlike the Germans, they 
acquire English yery slowly and are probably 
the most clannish race, next to the Chinese, 
that can be found in America. They 
never mix with the Americans or Irish, and 
mortally hate the Germans, whom they regard 
as their hereditary enemies, Thus the com- 
mon workmen among the Poles are entirely 
removed from contact with, or possibility of 
influence by their employers or fellow work- 
men, and owing totheir ignorance of America 
are utterly in the power of a few agitators 
of their own race, who take every means of 
fomenting trouble. Inthe second place, the 
Poles, nearly without exception, regard the 
— authorities as their natural enemies, and 
* P submit any grievance to 
their judgment. They believe that the only 
way in which they can obtain their rights—of 
which they have a very vague idea—is b 
violence, and to this their disposition an 
habits predispose them. These facts render 
it especially difficult to handle the present 
trouble, which would have been settled long 
ago had it not been for the Poles.

MR. MORGAN MISSED, 


A Missionary Pastor’s Absence Unexplained 
—0, Those Tears. 


The Cheltenham Congregational Church is 
just now playing the role of Rachel and is 
weeping because something is not. That 
something is the erstwhile pastor, Rev. John 
L. Morgan, and his notness is caused by a dis- 
appearance some weeks ago. The church 
eannot strictly be called a church, as itis little 
more than a mission and over it there has 


been a sort of missionary protection and as- 
sistance. When Mr. Morgan presented him- 
selflast September and showed credentials 
from a Chicago minister and ability to fill the 
bill and the pulpit, he was engaged and stirred 
up the members to such an extent that they 
wanted a new church. Mr. Morgan under- 
took to raise $600 from the city churches 
to help it along. About half of this 
had been collected when four weeks ago the 
pastor left the city ostensibly to bring on his 
wife and family from Chicago. 

Since then nothing has been heard of him, 
and the city pastors, though not expressin 
any suspicions, declare that Mr. Morgan is no 
dolna the square thing in keeping bis where- 
aboutsa secret; indeed, Dr. Merrill says his 
conduct is very strange. The Cheltenham 
Church still has confidence that Mr. Morgan 
will come back, but others believd there is no 
special use in keeping a light in the window 
for him. He was a Welshman, about 85 years 
of age and had lived in Manistee, Mich., be- 
fore going to Chicago, where he worked in 
some capacity at Moody’s old church. The de- 
serted church is given to understand that the 
city churches will make good the promised $500 
whether Morgan returns or not. A member of 
the Mission Board said this morning that the 
board was not in any way responsible 
for Mr. Morgan as the Cheltenham Church 
had hired him. The First Church had paid $75 
on the $500 amountand this had been drawn 
from bank by Mr. Morgan. The First Church 
will thus be seen to have a peculiar reason to 
mingle its tears with those now silently flow- 
ing in the vicinity of Cheltenham.

A THIEF-RIDDEN CITY. 


San Francisco at the Mercy~of a Well a 


Organized Gang. 
By Telegraph to the Pogr-DisrA Trou. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., February 15.—For sev- 


eral weeks this city has been overrun by 
thieves of every description. Itis literally at 
the mercy of a well-organized gang. Within 
three weeks there have been no less than sev- 
enty-five burglaries and robberies, mainly in 
the Western addition, where the cracksmen 
have things their own way. Well-to-do-look- 


ing pedestrians who have been out late at 
night have been held up’’ so often that most 
people whose business calls them out late now 
go armed. Half the police force in the trans- 
parent disguise of citizens’ clothes have been 
puton duty inthe Western addition. But as 
all the detectivesin the city do their brain- 
work through the medium of stool pigeons 
and go-betweens, the gang knew of this order 
as soon as it was issued and stopped opera- 
tions in that quarter. The gang is not averse 
to a bit of humor, for among their very first 
—— here they jokingly bade defiance to 
the whole police force by entering the house 
of Chief of Police Crowley while the family 
were all at home and getting away with $1,500 
worth of jewelry. Although the whole force 
is on the search not a jewel has been recovered 
or an arrest made. And the same is true of 
all the roberries that have been committed. 

The particular gang that is now reinforcing 
the native talent of the city came here with a 
circus three or four weeks ago and has had a 
very easy and profitable engagement. The 
first thing the robbers did on reaching the 
city was to go to an official in the police de- 
partment who has had the thrift to become a 
millionaire on a salary of less than 800 a 
month. They told him they would like 
to have protection, and accompanied 
their request with a substantial induce- 
ment. The official locked up the money and 
then told them to go ahead, ‘‘but,’’ he added, 
look out that you don’t get caught. They 
kicked at that and wanted to know if he was 
going to take their money and then give them 
that kind of protection. ‘‘That’s all right,’’ 
said he, “you look out that you don’t get 
caught.’’ And they went ahead with impunity 
and not one of them has been caught.

RICHMOND. Va., February 15.—The Mayor of 
Richmond is in daily receipt of letters from all 
parts of the country in regard to the proposal 
to remove Libby Prison from here to Chicago. 
Among the letters received yesterday was one 
from James Stewart of Pittsburg, late Captain 
of Company K, One Hundred and Forty-sixth 
New York Volunteers, and Brevet Lieutenant- 
Colonel. The writer served with conspicuous 


distinction during the war. He was an inmate 
of old Libby, and just before the close of the 
war was selected by the Federal Government 
as its authorized agent to distribute provi- 
sions tothe Federal prisoners here and else- 
wherein the South. He denounces in strong 
terms thescheme of removal. Among other 
things he con It might serve to collect

He Complains Bitterly of the Sale of Compli- 
mentary Tickets— Manager Hall’s Reply 
te the Charges of the Walkers—Washing- 
ton Park Declarations—The Latest Tip 
for the Suburbaa—Sporting News and 
Gossip.

EW YORK, February 15.—A

Rowell will 
never make a good race, and besides I am not 
a fresh man. I have it from friends in 
England, that he has made the best races he 
can ever hope to make, and there would be 
no object for me to run with him. It is not 
generally known, but I suffered with an in- 


ternal abscess for five years, and I do not 
think it will be advisable for me to enter 
another race.’’ 

„Are you satisfied with the financial result 
of the race?’’ 

„I was till to-day. Assistant Managers 
O’Brien, Carney and Kennedy called on me to- 
day, and now I am satisfied that we lost, right 
and left, through the sale of complimentary 
tickets through speculators and confidential 
agents from Philadelphia. Why, on the first 
night one man sold 3110 at the door. 
Complimentary tickets were even soid 
through the box-wffice window. I take 
it that the walkers should have 
received $20,000 more than we did. We cannot 
help ourselves, I suppose, but it seems a 
shame. I am feeling excellent, and do not 
think any man ever finished a race in better 
condition thanI did. Ihave not had an ache 
or pain and did not have a blister. I 
had excellent care, and that acceunte for it.“ 

It was said last evening that Manager Hall 
was out of town. He had not been seen by 
any of the people anxious to see him since the 
day before. 


Manager Hall Desperate. 


The WORLD of Monday contains a long story 
in which several of the walkers complain bit- 
terly of having been beaten out of their rights 
by the management of the match at Madison 


Square Garden. The WORLD says: 

Manager Hall was seen at the Ashland House, 
and said, in regard to the various rumors con- 
cerning the way the financial part of the race 
was managed and the scores: ‘‘I think the 
race wasabout the first one that has been 
fairly contested. Lam not a gambler and do 
not depend upon six-day races for a livelihood. 
This town is a reguiar hyena. I have beaten 
the record fairly and given the people the 
greatest race ever seen, and allI get for it is 
abuse.

He may have been 
given a laportwo over or under what he 
made, but not enough to affectthe score. He 
is as fresh as a daisy to-day.’’
